U.S. CHINA POLICY 

- SPECULATION CONCERNING U.S. CHINA POLICY IN POST-MAO ERA 
CONTINUED. INFLUENTIAL CHINA TIMES (CHUNG KUO SHIH PAO, 
350,000) CARRIED EXCLUSIVE INTERVIEW WITH SENATOR SPARKMAN 
BY CHOU CHIEH, PAPER'S WASHINGTON CORRESPONDENT. SPARKMAN 
QUOTED AS SAYING: U.S. RECOGNITION POLICY WOULD TAKE FORM 
OF TWO-CHINA ARRANGEMENT; U.S.-ROC RELATIONS FRIENDLY, 
STABLE AND MUTUALLY BENEFICIAL; AND U.S. PRC NORMALIZATION 
EFFORTS WOULD TAKE TIME ALTHOUGH MAO'S DEATH DID NOT

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- AVERAGE NUMBER COLLEGE GRADUATES GOING ABROAD FOR ADVANCED 
STUDIES HAS BEEN AROUND 2300 SINCE 1962. PEAK YEAR WAS 1969 

WITH 3444. OF TOTAL COLLEGE GRADUATES GOING ABROAD, MORE 
THAN 90 PER CENT HAVE GONE TO U.S. 

- ONN1976 TOTAL TO DATE. 2532 WENT TO U.S. 

HOWEVER. NUMBER OF STUDENTS SEEKING ADVANCED STUDIES 
IN EUROPE IS SHOWING SLIGHT INCREASE. THIS YEAR 22 
STUDENTS WENT TO BRITAIN, 32 TO WEST GERMANY, 14 TO 
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FRANCE, 2 TO ITALY, 3 TO AUSTRALIA, AND 3 TO SWITZERLAND. 

- ONLY LIMITED NUMBER WENT TO ASIAN COUNTRIES. FIFTY-SIX 
STUDENTS WENT TO JAPAN, ONE TO SOUTH KOREA, ONE TO THE 
PHILIPPINES, AND 13 TO THAILAND. 

- MOST OF THE STUDENTS CHOSE ENGINEERING AS THEIR MAJOR 
SUBJECT. FOLLOWED BY NATURAL SCIENCES AND SOCIAL SCIENCES. 

- NATIONAL TAIWAN UNIVERSITY AGAIN LED THE LIST WITH 663 
GRADUATES. NEXT WERE FU JEN CATHOLIC UNIVERSITY, 235; 
NATIONAL CHENG RUNG UNIVERSITY. 178; TAMKANG COLLEGE OF 
ARTS AND SCIENCES, 161; AND NATIONAL CMING HSING UNIVERSITY, 
137. 

- THE AVERAGE AGE OF FEMALE STUDENTS WAS LOWER THAN OHAT 
OF MALE STUDENTS. MOST OF THEM WERE UNDER 30. A TOTAL OF 
1511 WERE AGED BETWEEN 25 AND 29 AND 1131 BETWEEN 20 AND 24. 
ONLY SEVEN OF THEM. ALL MALES. WERE MORE THAN 40 YEARS OLD. 

- ONE-THIRD OF THEM, 557 MALES AND 210 FEMALES, GRADUATED 
FROM COLLEGES IN 1974. MALE STUDENTS HAVE TO SERVE TWO 
YEARS IN THE ARMED FORCES WHILE MOST OF THE LOCAL STTUDENTS 

HAD WORKED FOR TWO YEARS TO EARN MONEY BEFORE GOING 
ABROAD. ONLY 390, 156 MALES AND 234 FEMALES, WERE THIS YEAR'S 
CROP OF COLLEGE GRADUATES.

- NUMBER OF APPLICATIONS THIS YEAR DID NOT SHOW ANY DRASTIC 
INCREASE AS EXPECTED, (THE MINISTRY GRANTED 2285 PERMISSIONS 
IN 1975) PARTLY BECAUSE OF DIFFICULTIES IN OBTAINING VISAS 
FROM FOREIGN EMBASSIES, AND PARTLY BECAUSE OF DIFFICULTIES 
IN FINDING JOBS AFTER GRADUATION AT HOME OR IN FINDING 
FUTURE JOB OPPORTUNITIES IN FOREIGN COUNTRIES.
